ment for throwing open to the u se of 
the pu b lic the gy mnasiu m which will 
b e installed in the new school b u ild­ 
ing that will b e erected on the east 
end of the Graham school lot this 
su mmer, and for 
the 
erection 
of 
which, the contract will b e let Mav 
19. 


In addition to a modernly equ ipped 
gy mnasiu m, the new 
b u ilding 
will 
contain an au ditoriu m, according to 
the present plans, which will seat 7 5 0 
people. 
It was at first thou ght b y 
some 
that 
that 
sized 
au ditoriu m 
might he too large, b u t since memb ers 
of the school b oard saw the crowd 
of more than nine hu ndred people at 
the coliseu m, they , as well as o thers, 
hav e rev ised their opinions and it is 
generally agreed that an au ditoriu m 
seating 7 5 0 people will b e none too 
large. 


The Ru shv ille Civ ic Improv ement 
and Social Serv ice association feels 
that it cou ld accomplish a great deal 
if it had the adv antage gf the new 
school b u ilding as a social center. It 
wou ld lend an attraction to the work 
of the memb ers of the 
association 
that wou ld enhance its v alu e to the 
commu nity a hu ndred fold. 


It is said to b e the u nanimou s b e­ 
lief of the school b oard that the new 
school au ditoriu m and 
gy mnasiu m 
shou ld he thrown open to the 
u se of 
the pu b lic, b ecau se 
the 
tax pay ers 
pay for the b u ilding. 
It is generally 
coneeeded to he poor b u siness ju dge­ 
ment when an inv estment of forty 
thou sand dollars is allowed to 
lie 
idle, with the 
ex ception 
of 
eight 
hou rs a day . 
School b u ildings else­ 
where hav e b een u sed as commu nity 
centers with ex cellent resu lts. 


There is said to b e no dou b t b u t 
that the school au ditoriu m will open 
to u se for any lectu re, entertainment 
or any ev ent of 
pu b lieosemi-pnb lie 
natu re. 
This cou ld b e v ery 
easily 
managed, it is pointed ou t, b u t when 
the gy mnasiu m is thrown open, the 
u se of it will natu rally hav e to he 
su perv ised b ecau se of the danger of 
v alu ab le equ ipment 
b eing destoy ed 
and b ecau se there wou ld hav e to b e 
some set program u nder su ch condi­ 
tions. 


When there was first talk of b u ild­ 
ing tlie new school hou se the qu es­ 
tion of u sing the school au ditoriu m 
and gy mnasiu m was then arou sed. At 
that time memb ers of the 
school 
hoard were reported to look fav or­ 
ab ly 011 the project and it is said they 
hav e not changed their opinion in the 
least. 
Interest in the new b u ilding was 
tak en u p again last night when pen 
drawings b y the 
architect 
arriv ed 
here. From the drawing, it is ev ident 
that the b u ilding will he a b eau tifu l 
stru ctu re.

In ev ery instance where a fire of 
su spiciou s origin is b rou ght to his 
attention, the fire marshal is planning 
to mak e thorou gh inv estigations and 
pu sh activ e prosecu tion whenev er ev i­ 
dence can b e ob tained. 


“Prob ab ly the 
greatest 
ob stacle 
standing in the way of the su ccess­ 
fu l conv iction of agents of incendiar­ 
ism,’’ say s the 
Indiana 
state 
fire 
marshal, “is the lack of co-operation 
ob tained b y the fire marshal depart­ 
ment in local commu nities. 


“There is too mu ch sy mpathy for 
tlie man who has a fire. 
The people 
of the United States shou ld adopt the 
attitu de now common in Eu rope, that 
a fire, in itself, is almost a 
crime. 
They shou ld natu rally hold the owner 
responsib le. He shou ld hav e to prov e 
his own innocence rather 
than 
re­ 
qu ire a pu b lic officer to 
definitely 
prov e him at fau lt.” 
The fire marshal estimates that ct 
least 05 per cent, of all the fires that 
occu r in Indiana are du e to careless­ 
ness. He feels that if owners win are 
responsib le for conditions which lea 1 
to fire were regarded as 
gu ilty 
of 
criminal negligence b y tin* 
<*01111111 
nity , the nu mb er of sin li losses wou ld 
he materia 11 v lessened.

houses are the best homes for poul­ 
try. 
Uncle Sam has decided this af­ 
ter an exhaustive investigation eon- 
ducted by Allred It. Lee, junior ani­ 
mal husbandman of the poultry in­ 
vestigations branch. 
Department of 
Agriculture. 


Lee has been raising chickens at 
Beltsville, Md., so 
that 
farmers 
throughout the country, who go in 
for chicken raising a s a business or a 
side line may have the most practi­ 
cal as well as scientific information 
available. 


The prime 
essentials in 
poultry 
houses are fresh air, dryness, sun­ 
light and space enough to keep the 
birds comfortable, according to Lee. 
“ No particular house is adapted 
to all parts of the country,” he con­ 
cludes, ‘‘but generally speaking the 
southern houses should have more 
exposure than northern structures. 
The location should have good water 
and air drainage so that the yards 
will he dry. 
The house should not 
occupy a low pocket or hollow in 
which cold air settles and it should 
he situated for convenience in man­ 
agement and adapted to the available 
land.” 
' 
He declares poultry can be raised 
etlccesstully on any well drained soil. 
Long stationary houses,— the in­ 
tensive system— saves steps, Lee be­ 


liev es. hut the colony system works 
for healthier birds, because they get 
more range. 
Such houses should he built to 
accommodate about 100 hens, and lo­ 
cated from 200 to 250 feet apart so 


that the stock will not kill the grass. 
In the winter these houses may lie 
drawn closer together to reduce labor 
during these months. 
Lee advises 
against much fencing both because 
it raises the eost of the plant and be­ 
cause it prevents cultivation of the 
soil to keep it “ sweet.” 
The ideal size for the colony house 
is one large enough to give two to five 
square feet of iluor space for each 
bird. 
Concrete blocks may be used 
to advantage as may any well-sea­ 
soned lumber but he advises against 
concrete straight. 
Roosts,nests, dropping boards, and 
flooring, he believes, should be con­ 
structed with a view to cleanliness 
and sunlight.

Environment has more influence in 
wheat raising than does I he composi­ 
tion of the seed, according to officials 
of the bureau of chemistry. 
Furth­ 
ermore new tests show that in en­ 
vironment, climate plays a more im­ 
portant part than soil. 
To demonstrate this, the depart­ 
ment conducted experiments in Cali­ 
fornia, Kansas and Maryland, using 
soils from all three sections in each 
experiment. The results showed con­ 
clusively that the wheat in one sec­ 
tion was practically alike, regardless 
of what portion of soil it grew on, 
but it differed from the wheat in each 
other section.

will be grown for utility, inasmuch 
as this h a s been demonstrated. 
It 
has been used for ornamental pur­ 
poses for some years. 
The blanched roots of the udo have 
a characteristic flavor, and if pro­ 
perly cooked furnish a delicious dish 
It is a plant requiring little care 
and with the space devoted to 
yields about the same amount of 
food as asparagus. 
It grows to a 
height of ten feet or more and can 
he forced each spring for at least 
six years. Aside from its value as a 
food plant, the udo is regarded as a 
distinct find for bee keepers in as- 
mueh as its flowers attracts great 
swarms of honey bees. It grows well 
in moist regions, particularly New 
England, the Atlantic States as far 
south as the Carolinas, in the rainy 
region of -Puget Sound and in the 
trucking sections of California. 
Perhaps the greatest difficulty con­ 
nected with the cultivation of the 
udo is the blanching of the shoots. 
It is these that are regarded as the 
real delicacy, for the flavor of the 
stems when green has a certain rank­ 
ness which is unpleasant to 
most 
palates. Various mbthods of blanch­ 
ing the early shoots have therefore 
been experimented with. 
In Califor­ 
nia excellent results have been ob­ 
tained by moulding up the earth in 
the early 
spring over 
each plant 
much as is done with 
asparagus. 
Elsewhere, however, the 
late frosts 
make the soil too cold and the shoots 
are slow in coming through. 
Udo soup and salad are among the 
dishes suggested by the Department.

Person, a machinist, left his bench 
and became an editor.

contained 
many bitter attacks on the Illinois 
Central and its labor sy stem.

y ard Sp ecial” in which he p ictured 
numerous wrecks with loss of life in
